Judgments and Guvernment, may yet yn 
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fo far in Interefts, Charity aad Temper, 
as to be not only conſiſtent one with another, 
but mutually helpful, ſupporting and 
ſtrengthening one towards another. 

What can there be in the Conftitution of 
the Church of Evglanl, and tie Church of 
Scotland, o retrograde, ſo inconſifient one 
with another, but they may live as Siſters, 
and hand in hand promote the Good of one 
another ! May not their civil Intereft bz 
the ſame, tho* their religious Intereft, dif- 
ter? May they not jo»yn their National 
Concerns, their Peace, theic Laws, their 
Liberties, their Strength, and yet retain 
their reſpeive Eccleaftick Conftitutions 
feparate and diftinit ? Can they not differ 
in Opinion, and not difter ia AﬀcQion ? 
May not their ſeparate Goyernments be 
united in one civil Gorernment, and a per- 
fea Harmony run thro” all their Aﬀairs, 
tho* one be Epiſcopal, the other Presbyterian ? 

I confeſs the contrary is to me a moſ{ un- 
accountable Mytftery,. and as I always be- 
liev'd, thoſe People, that pretenfed to it, 
drove at the Confuſion of the whole, in or- 
der to the Deftrutiou ofthe whole; fo I 
cannot but ſay, in their oppoſing this Har- 


mony, thoſe pernicious Detigas have been 


more viſible than ever. 
Now the Politicks of thoſe State-Mounte- 


banks will appear in their proper Colours, 
and the wild Notion of two eftabliſh'd 


Churches in one Nation being inconſiſtent 
#ijthone another, will be detetted. 

The many Ages of Clamour rais'd by the 
High Church-men, that Presbyterians were 
all Rebels, the Spawn of Kingzkillers, de- 
ficutive to Monarchy, and al«ays reftleſs 
in Endeavours to deftroy Epiſcopacy and 
Monarchy together ; theſe, I ſay, will all 
ceaſe, and the Advocates of National Strife 
will bluſh and leave off defending 10 ridicu- 
(2us a Principle. . 


Here are now two Churches mutually e- 
ftabliſh'd, their Foundations ſtand upon the 
ſame Rock, National Liberty. They are 
back'd by the ſame Authority, Parliament 
and Conftitution \ Their Securities 
are the ſame, as their Faith is the ſame, 
their Dodtrine is the ſame, thcir Hopes ot 
Heaven the ſame, ail the Effentizls, either 
of their Spiritual or Temporal Being, are 
the ſame What Difference th: re is be- 
tween them, extends to and hegins only in 
Matters of Guvernment and Diſcipiice ;

The Wiidom of both Nations, and the: 
Wiſdom of both Churches will now be try'd, 
whether they incline to Peace or no? —_ 
And thoſe, whoſe Condut has been all 
Trick, Sham and State-Policy, will now be 
detected, 

Cruclties, Perſecutions, Fineings, Impri- 
ſonings, Plunderings and Baniſhments can 
now no more be heard of in our Streets ; 
theWolves in Sheeps Cloathing can no more 
injure the publick Peace, there can be no 
more Wars and Fighting among us, but uni- 
verſ:] Peace and Tranquility muft be the 
Conſequence of this Union T: cannet 
be otherwiſe without the greateft and moft 
wilful Blindneſs, that ever two Nations fell 
into, and I know but one thing in the 
World, that can infatuate us, ſo far as to

And Jafſuce you, Fave 
ſeen very good Mullin both firip'd and plain 
made there—— And why not, Gentlemen, 
if the Inhabitants of this Iſland have been ſo 
tamous for improving other Nations Inven- 
tions £ Why not this? Why not the Manu-, 
fattures of Cotton as well as others? | 
make no queſtion, but a little Induftry and 
ſome National Encouragements might ſoon 
bring the Callicove Trade to a very good 
Proticiency in 3ritain ; ard 1am ſure, there 
is no Manuſitture jn Europe, in the Im- 
provement of which, greater Advantage 
would accrue to the publick Stuck, and leſs 
Injury b- 4. ne toour Trade, 

'Tis our Fate in this Nation, that we will 
have the thing we deltre, be-the Charge 
what it will ; if you will, Ladies and Gentle- 
men, if ye will wear fac Mullins, painted 
Callicoes, and other Cutcou Banbles, why 
not of our own Produce, and why not begin 
it upon publick Laws, Atts of Parliament. 

Wherefore it an AQ muſt paſs to employ
